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NATIONAL SECURITY COUNCIL INTELLICGENCE DIRECTIVE

Timely and relilable fore;gn intelligence 1s essentilal
to the national security and to the formulation and implementa-
ticn of political, economic and military polieles of the
United States Government. To assurve the availlability of
such intelligence, this directive provides authority, de-
lineates responsibilities and establishes arrangements Tor
the effective leadership and coordination, and for ?be effi-
cient management and planning of the US fO““ Len telligence
effort. To these ends, pursuant to provisions of s>ectlon
102 of the MHational Security Act of 1947 as amended, the

Mational Security Council hereby authorizes and directs as
follows:

1. Intelligence Communlity Objectives

The President has establisned the following long-term
objectives, the atvainment of which is ecssentiel to the
efficient and effective funciioning of the Intell igence
Communivy: =

a. The responsivenass of the United States
intelligence effort with respect to naticnhal require-
ments must be subject to continuling review.

FThe Intelligence Community is composed of the depari-
ments and egencies of the Federal Government involved in the
collection, processing and/or production of [lerelzpn intelli-

c. The Director of Central Intelligence shall
call upon all departments and agencies of the Executive
Branch of the Government, as approprilate, for Inlorma-
tion required by the United States Intelligence Board
and the Intelligence Resources Advlicory Commlittec; and,
as Chairman, invite such additional partlicipation 1in

thelir deliberations as, in nis judgment, may be regulired.
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
